THE bottom has dropped out of. the import 
market — and that’s the best thing that has 
happened to Australian Soccer in the past 
100 years. 

Who are the 1983 heroes of the National 
Soccer League and the Australian national 
squad? With a very few exceptions, they are 
all genuine Aussie players. 

Not all were actually born in this country 
— some arrived as babes or slightly older. 
But the group of players we are concerned 
with certainly learned all about Soccer right 
here ... not in Manchester or Split or Glas- 
gow or Athens. 

Had anyone forecast a decade ago that a 
team like Leichhardt would field 10 local 
players in their first grade side, he would 
have been certified as crazy. 

Leichhardt, then known as Apia, sent all 
over the world, in particular to England and 
Scotland, to recruit players for their first 
team. 


Now the message has sunk in. The “has- 
beens” from foreign clubs, mainly players 
put on the scrap heap with free transfers, 
are no better than the home-grown Austra- 
lians. Indeed they are inferior. 

In those unenlightened days, boys like 
Rod Brown, Tom McCulloch, Paul Kay, Steve 
Glockner, Russell Stewart, Robbie Slater, 
David Lowe, lan Gray, David Mitchell, Peter 
Raskopoulos, David Skeen, and a host of 
others, would have had to make do with 
reserve team football. 


We do not suggest that coaches were 
unaware of the ability of local youngsters 10 
or 15 years ago. But there simply wasn’t 
room for the kids in first grade — far too 
many precious places having been filled by 
free-transfer imports. Several talented loc- 
als in the excellent Western Suburbs (Syd- 
ney) team discovered this when coach Mike 
Laing flooded Wests with players from 
Britain. 

And when Australia took on the rest of the 
world for the 1966, 1970, 1974 and 1978 
World Cup competitions, the MAJORITY of 
so-called Australians, were, in fact, foreig- 
ners. 

In fact, during eliminations for the 1970 
Cup, Australia was very nearly eliminated, 
following a protest from Korea, because too 
many Socceroo players travelled on British 
passports! 


If national coach Les Scheinflug had to 
select a team now to go into the World Cup 
eliminations, we feel sure he would put the 
genuine Aussies at the top of his list. 

Scheinflug would go for names like 
Greedy, Davidson, Katholos, Kosmina, Mit- 
chell, McCulloch, Crino, Brown, Kay and 
Tredinnick. 

As far as the imports are concerned, he 
might find places for the considerable ta- 
lents of a Phil O’Connor, David Ratcliffe or 
Joe Watson. 


There are still a few lazy clubs, of course, 
who “build” their teams from those de- 
pressingly lengthy free transfer lists which 
are issued by the English Professional Foot- 
ballers Association. 

Such clubs do Australian Soccer a dis- 
service. 

It is not feasible for the Australian Soccer 
Federation to impose a complete ban on 
imported players. Not in a migrant country. 

But the ASF certainly can make it very 
difficult for Australian clubs to fill their ranks 
with foreigners. 

There are, perhaps, 200,000 young Soccer 
players in Australia. isn’t that enough? Why 
shop overseas?

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AN INEVITABLE DAY IN 
THE LIFE OF A COACH 


BY TOM ANDERSON 


THIS IS the time of year when we think of the well- 

-worn adage of NSL coaches. There are only two 
things certain in their lives — the first that one day 
they will die and the other that they will be sacked. 


Not for one minute, 
however, am I suggesting 
that any of these brave 
gentlemen is about to ex- 
pire — God forbid. 

However by all ac- 
counts, some of them are 
a bit shaky on the second 
count. 


It is a proven fact that 


some Australian Soccer 
clubs change coaches with 
about the same regularity 
as housewives change 
bedclothes. 

It’s a profession about 
as shaky as being a Liber- 
al cabinet minister in 
Queensland. 

What's even more sic- 
kening is that the situa- 
tion will continue as long 
as the club set-up remains 
as it is. 

Change could come ab- 
out if the clubs became 
limited companies with a 
board of directors under 
the leadership of a 
chairman. 


The present committees 
leave much to be desired 
with amateur commit- 
teemen too accessible and 
too gullible when accosted 
by players. 

How many times have 
we seen a coach axed be- 
cause players have gone 

. behind his back and “con- 
vinced” club commit- 
teemen that his methods 
are wrong? 

It happens here - not 
only at club level, but also 
at national level. . .as was 
experienced by Rudi 
Gutendorf in 1981. 

The situation is perfect 
for “Player Power” to 
raise its ugly head. It is at 

-times readily exploited by 

some unscrupulous play- 
ers — usually of the vet- 
eran variety. 

Luckily these players 
are in the minority and 
are quickly weeded out by 
professional coaches. 

This article is all about 
“professional coaches” — 
the sweat merchants in 
charge of our top clubs. 

They are a completely 
different species from the 
various academics and di- 
rectors of coaching who 
theorise and spout words 
at random, but are not put 
to the supreme test on the 
battlefield in this coun; 
try’s top Soccer competi- 
tion. 

These fellows, a breed 
of their own, seem to have 
their own little club with 
results, most of the time, 
a well kept secret from 
the public. 


Without any doubt, the 
most experienced man- 
ager-coach in Australian 
Soccer at present is Syd- 
ney Olympic’s Tommy 
Docherty. 

Just to refresh your 
memory, The Doc began 
his career at Celtic then 
played for Preston North 
End, Arsenal and 
Chelsea. 

He was capped 25 times 
for Scotland. He became 
the youngest manager in 


English football when he - 


took over Chelsea then 
managed Rotherham Un- 
ited, Queens Park Ran: 
gers (twice), Aston Villa, 
Oporto (Portugal), Hull, 
Scotland, Manchester Un- 
ited, Derby County, Pre- 
ston North End, Sydne 
Olympic and South Mel. 
bourne. 

He’s forgotten more ab- 
out the game than many 
of the people calling the 
shots here will ever learn. 

Yet, never at any time, 
has his advice been 
sought by the powers-to: 
be, on national team mat- 
ters or important policy 
decisions regarding the 
future or advancement of 
the code. 

It’s absolutely crazy, a 
ludicrous situation that 
could only happen here. 


Tommy Docherty 


This week I caught up 
with The Doc and got his 
valid views on the pre- 
carious position of a Soc 
cer manager-coach. 

Tn his usual straightfor- 
ward fashion, Docherty 
disclosed his thoughts on 
the matter as only a man 
of his long experience 
could. 

We discussed the job at 
top level in a top profes- 
sional set-up, one that un- 
fortunately does not exist 
here at the present time, 
although we can always 
live in hope. 

“The demands of mod- 
erm manager-coaches are 
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enormous with much 
mental and physical 
pressure brought to bear,” 
said the Doc. 

“The seasons get longer 
and with the coming of 
superstars who some- 
times act like spoiled 
kids, it calls for extra 
patience, diplomacy and 
understanding. 

“In my opinion, the 
term coaching is often a 
much misused and misun 
derstood word. 

“Coaching is teaching 
kids how to play the game 
and making them under- 
stand the finer arts and 
skills. 

“T always like to sum up 
coaching as if you're a 
player, and you like and 
enjoy the way you are 
handled: that’s good 
coaching. 

“Coaching isn’t about 
running and arranging 
free kicks - that’s organ- 
isation. 

“Coaching is getting 
hold of young players and 
producing them up to a 
standard where you can 
go on and make them top 
class players. 

“As far as contracts are 
concerned between clubs 
and coaches, the situation 
tends to be somewhat of a 
joke. 

“A great deal of the 
time, a contract isn’t 
worth the paper it’s writ- 
ten on. 

“This is where the na: 
tional Federations or As- 
sociations must step in 
and take the initiative. 

“For example, under 
Federation direction if a 
manager or coach is sac- 
ked and is owed $10,000 
or $20,000 for the remain. 
der of his contract, it must 
be fully paid or the Feder- 
ation takes action against 
the club. 

“This is the situation in 
Europe and it should be 
everywhere including 
Australia. 

“By the same criteria, 
there should be a clause 
in every contract where, if 
a manager or a coach 
leaves the club through 
his own initiative or 
through the overtures of 
another club, the club he 
is leaving must be fully 
compensated for the re- 
mainder of that contract. 

“The situation should 
cut both ways and if this 
was so, it would bring 
more trust.into the game 
and indeed more sanity.

about. 

Tf it wasn’t so serious, it 
would be laughable!
